Bennett said in reviewing the 
sessidi. . 


‘TERRIBLE ATTACK’ 


“There was a_ terrible 
attack on Mr. Sommers and 
Mr. Gaglardi and now Mr. 
Dowding.” 

Bennett said he had never 
dealt in. personalities during 
his 27 years in public office 
and opposed such tactics. 

“IT always leave personali- 
ties alone," he said.

Flood fighters surrendered an 
18-square-block area of Sioux 
Falls, S.D., to the surging Big 
Sioux River today after a night- 
long battle to plug a 100-foot 
break in a dike in the city’s Riv- 
erside district. 

“We dumped in more than 100 
tons' of rock, we threw in car

Braces for Flood 


By THE CANADIAN PRESS 


Flood waters were climbing higher today in 
southern Saskatchewan with temperatures rising to 
the mid-50 above range and more snow melting. 


The director of Saskatchewan’s Emergency 
Measures Organization, Gordon-Tanner, pointed to 
Lumsden, located 30 miles northwest of Regina, as 
the point in the greatest immediate. danger. 


Volunteer workers in that community’ of 400 
had put about 10,000 sandbags along 1,000 feet of 
the Qu’Appelle river by Wednesday night and a 
further 2,000 feet of diking still had to be built. 


Tanner told a news conference in Regina the 
first peak of the river flow likely wjll hit Lumsderr 
Friday. There were about 75 volunteer workers on 
sandbag duty Wednesday night. 


Residents of a small village near Estevan, 110 
miles southeast of Regina, were evacuated Wednes- 
day, although flood control officials said they were 
not in immediate danger. 


A creek overflowed and flooded some homes 
and businesses at Weyburn, 60 miles southeast of 
Regina. Water had covered a_ highway to a depth 
of about three feet by mid-afternoon Wednesday. 


In-the- meantime, Moose Jaw-has been. bracing 
for peak flows on the Modse Jaw. river, expected 
during the weekend.

“So far, every precaution we have taken has 
been found necessary,” he said.

The Doctor Prescribes the Raise 


HE Ontario government's decision to 
accept a 10 per cent increase in 
doctors’ fees as the basis for benefits 
under the Ontario Medical Services 
Insurance Plan has 
dispelled. any linger- 
ing doubts about how 
strong is the grip 
which the medical 
profession now has 
on the public purse in 
this province. The 
opposition parties are 
calling it a “uni- 
lateral capitulation’ 
to the doctors and 
the phrase seems 
accurate enough, considering this is the 
second time since OMSIP began that the 
government has gone along with a fee 
increase with nothing more than a verbal 
“ouch,” 

By law, OMSIP must pay its 
subscribers’ medical bills on the basis of 
90 per cent of the fee set by the OMA, A 
physician may bill OMSIP directly, or he 
may bill the patient, either for the full 
amount or for the 10 per cent difference. 
There are practical advantages, how- 
ever, in dealing with OMSIP; about 75 
per cent of physicians have been doing 
so, and most of these have been 
accepting OMSIP’s’ cheque as_ full 
payment, largely because over half of 
OMSIP’s subscribers are low-income 
earners for whom the government pays 
all or part of the premium cost. 

But OMSIP payments are not geared 
automatically to the OMA fee schedule. 
If the schedule is changed, as it is every 
two years, the law must be changed too

to be maintained. Thus a 10 per cent 
increase in the fee schedule would mean, 
inthe absence of legislative change, that 
OMSIP subscribers are covered for only 
about 80 per cent of their doctors’ bills, 
which in turn would undoubtedly cause 
more and more doctors to bill sub- 


“S¢ribers for the 20 per cent difference. 


This would not only be a hardship on 
the low-income subscribers, it would 
undermine the whole philosophy of the 
plan and the government naturally does 
not want this to happen—especially when 
it can cushion the impact of an increase 
in fees by accepting it. Thus, under the 
old fee schedule, a $10 charge could be 
Settled in most cases with a $9 OMSIP 
cheque; the charge under the new 
Schedule has now become $11 but the 
government can reasonably expect most 
doctors will accept $10 if the law is 
changed whereas they are likely to bill 
the patient for the $2 difference if it is 
not. In effect, the government's choice is 
between an 11 or a 22 per cent increase 
medical bills for OMSIP subscribers. 


Public Interest Captive 


One may therefore sympathize with 
the government's dilemma, Yet the hard 
question remains whether any govern- 
ment should allow itself-to be put in such- 
a bind, in which the public interest is 
delivered captive to the medical or any 
other profession. 

The question really comes down to 
what increases, if any, in the OMA fee 
schedule are justified. And it is precisely 
this question which cannot be answered 


because’ there are no rules, or indeed 
any information, to go by. 

Enquiry of the OMA elicits the 
answer that the yardstick used was the 
DBS: index of industrial wages and 
salaries (a comparison which the Hall 
Federal Commission on Health Services 
also seemed .to favor) which, it is 
claimed, has actually outpaced increases 
in the OMA schedule over the past two 
years. 


Highly Misleading 


The argument, however, is highly 
misleading. It ignores the fact that the 
index..went- up month by month (and 
sometimes down) while doctors’ incomes 
went up 15 per cent in-one fell-swoop at 
the outset. Thus, as between a doctor 
and say a business executive with 
identical salaries on April 1, 1967, the 
doctor would be several hundreds of 
dollars ahead by November of 1968 if the 
executive's income followed DBS index 
of industrial salaries and wages for that 
period. = 

Nor are there any statistics available 
to indicate just how changes in the over 
2,000 fees in the OMA schedule actually 
affect a physician’s income. A 10 per 
cent increase in the charge for an office 
visit obviously produces more income 
than a 20 per cent increase for a house 
call, since doctors rarely make house 
calls. Overall, federal taxation statistics 
for 1966 show that the average taxable 
income for Ontario's 5,834 reporting 
physicians was $22,742—well above con- 
sulting engineers and architects, 
lawyers, dentists, and accountants. On 


the basis of fee increases since then, this 
figure would appear to be about $28,000 
now. 

This is-not to suggest that the average 
Ontario doctor ts not worth .$28,000 a 
year but simply that the public has no 
say in the matter and that, with the 
advent of government medicare and a 
refusal to control fees, the restraining 
influence of the usual "economic determi- 
nants (never very high) has virtually 
disappeared. Doctors do not normally 
compete for patients and medical 
progress has created what appears to be 
a chronie—shortage—of—medical__man- 
power. One cannot shop around for a 
cheaper rate and poverty is no defence, 

The government, of course, could say 
it will pay so much and no more; But the 
doctors would simply biil patients for the 
difference. And any attempt at govern- 
ment control of fees would probably 
lead, if not to a strike, at least to a 
manpower flight to the United States. 


‘Show Cause’ 


It there is an escape from all this, it 
would seem to lie in some form of public 
“show cause” procedure whereby the 
profession would be required to support 
its fee schedule against cross-examina- 
tion and challenge. Up to now, the OMA. 
has. adamantly maintained that fees are 
simply not negotiable and Health Min; 
ister Dr, Dymond has clearly failed — 
assuming he has even tried—to shake the 
doctors in that view, His replacement as 
Minister of Health would seem to be 
a necesary first step in convincing the 
profession it must change its mind.

- Defence Cutback—$25 Billion Question 


E strategy of the Nixon admini- 

stration is now beginning to come 
clear. The indications are .that the 
President has decided to reduce the level 
of violence at once in 
Vietnam, begin with- 
drawing substantial 
forces from the con- 
flict by the end of 
1969, and negotiate @ 
ceasefire, a com- 
promise settlement 
and a complete with- 
drawal of American 
troops Irom ‘that 
country-by the end of

. 1970. 

There are, of course, many variables 
in this strategy, President Nixon's 
pricipal advisers, for example, are 


divided. now over just how many-men 
can be pulled out this year — the figures 
at issue are from ‘50,000 to 100,000 — and 
they are also divided over continuing or 
reducing the present level of search and 
destroy missions in Vietnam, but the 
general direction of policy has 
apparently been set. It is toward de- 
escalation and disengagement and this 
has already started a quiet struggle over 
the post-Vietnam defence budget. 


Challenging Pentagon 


The debate over the antiballistic 
missile system is only the beginning of 
it. The scope and scale of the battle over 


the defence budget has not yet emerged” 
but in private here it is 


in + public, 
developing into a major effort, not 
merely to cut the armed services back 
by a few billions, but to challenge mapy 
of the basic assumptions of the Pentagon 
and swing it back from around $80 billion 
a year to $50 or $55-billion. 

This is the really, big political 
confrontation that is over the horizon in 
Ametica, and it dwarfs all. the other 
confrontations over the cities and the 
races, and the universities, and poverty 
and the health services, for it is a $25- 
billion question that influences not only 
defence. policy. but the whole field of 
social and: political reconstruction. 

This is not the kind of fundamental 
question President Nixon likes, His.way 
is to modify existing policies and to give 
the impression of change without chang- 
ing things very much, But he is faced 


with radical and even dangerous prob- 
lems which cautious adjustments will not 
remove, After all the polite talk and 
Sunday supplement articles about the 
military-industrial complex, there -are 
now. powerful mén and, forces in this 
country which are finally determined’ to 
take this issue by the throat and force a 
major reallocation jof national resources 
away from military defence and toward 
reconstruction on the home front, 

The Pentagon, the lobbyists for the 
eerospace industries and the powerful 
Congressmén whose districts denefit 
from the big defence contracts have 
recognized this coming defence budget 
battle quicker than the politicians, 
preachers, publicists and students who 
are writing and demonstrating for social 
reconstruction_in this -coyntry, 

They—are—already—arguing—that after 
the end of the Vietnam war it will be 
essential to. develop the’ new weapons 
systems , that have been postponed 


because ofthe war in Vjetnam. They are 
not very original but they are very 
determined. They are warning on Capitol 
Hill at p¥ecisely ‘the right points of 
power about a new “missile gap.” They 
are talking about “new intelligence” that 
“proves” the Soviets-have an interconti- 
nental first-strike missile that. can 
destroy American defences and place 
United States’ security in jeopardy. 

Therefore, while they admit that the 
defence budget has to be cut some after 
Vietnam to make more money available 
for the problems at home, they: are 
arguing with considerable skill that we 
must be “realistic” and keep the cuts to 
a_very few billion. 

This appeal to national pride and fear 
of the Soviet may not be very original, 
but itis directed very accurately at the 
key men in Congress whose power and 
political interests rests on a continuation 
of vast military budgets.

externa] threat is greater than anything 
else, 


Truman Era Comparison 


These issues will come up even if the 
Administration’s “de-escalation and dis- 
engagement policies in Vietnam do not 
work. The country has gone through 
these same arguments about how much 
money had to be voted for the Pentagon 
in the Truman Administration — only 
then the hawks were saying we would. be 
destroyedif we didn't vote $15 billion for 
military defenee, and the doves were 
saying thé budget had to be kept to $10 
or.$12_billion. ; ; 

The. difference, now ‘is that the 
military have prevailed for over a 
generation, and even with over $75 billion 
for military -defence; the , external 
problems remain and the internal prob- 
lems have become much more serious, 
So we are now approaching a defence 
budget. debate of major proportions, for 
only by deep cuts in this budget will it 
be possible té pay for the reconstruction 


programs on the home front.

The importance of Wildlife 
as an esthetic resource that 
enhances the quality of our 
own lives is universally 
understood.

endangered animal species as 
we are with our own. 

Wild species are disappear- 
ing under our very_eyes as we 
complete the exploitation of 
the plant, destroy specialized 
habitats, dump our wastes 
into air and sea and reck- 
lessly harvest the whales, the 
big. cats, the seals, the 
alligators and what have you 
for the most frivolous or 
replaceable human. purposes.

Head It Off 


In fact, if we can postpone 
it for a century or so, we 
might even find ways to avert 
it.

But legislation was 
stalled in the U.S. senate last 
year, for example, that would 
have broadened the protection 
of endangered species against 
commercial depredation by 
regulating their shipment into 
and within the U.S.

Blamed on Parents

Over the past 15 years thére has been a slowly mounting 
opinion trend that discipline in our public schools is not 
strict enough, In 1954, 35 per cent of Canadian adults said 
there was need for more discipline in schools; today that 
ratio has risen to 44 per cent. 


More criticism, for lack of order, comes from people with 
a high school or technical school education—47 per cent. Those 
with university backgrounds (31 per cent) are least likely 
to condemn public schools for lack of..discipline. 

An unusual factor is that adults from the university 
educational level are about twice as likely to be undecided as

When one finds that Swedish 
papers do not write about 
Buicides, divorces, adultery or 
criminal cases where convic-

If our press is much more 
indiscreet, prying and evoca-

If our seecreoy-prone 
government in

specific DNA molecules that 
characterize each type. 
It is paradoxical that, /in 


this era of most rapid elimi- 
nation of natural variety, we 
have begun. to learn the keys 
to that code and to appreciate 


the subtleties of ‘the evolu-

Each different species is a 
unique adaptation to its own 
way of life, a lesson in “how 
to Jive” that we can never 
properly understand after we 
extinguish it. 

At a more practical level, 
we have. only begun to 
domesticate the range of plant 
and animal species, that we 
might exploit for highly spe- 
cialized uses, 

The very wide use of rhesus 
monkey tissues for growing 
virus vaccines is an example 
that would have been beyond 
imagination 50 years ago; the 
rhesus may not last another 
20 years. 

A rare species_of hamster ts 
now very important in cancer 
research; this could not have 
been predicted 20 years ago. 

The orangutan is disappear- 
ing in the forests of Borneo, 
This one among man’s closest 
relatives might be the key to 
understanding how the brain 
works, or to the farming of 
hearts for transplant or, most 
likely of all, to answering 
questions we do not yet know 
how to ask. 

A few isolated specimens in 
the zoos are all we have to 
count on for breeding stock, 
and there are already so few 
that much —of the potential 
variety within that species is 
irretrievably lost, even if 
close-bred orangutans will 
survive at all, 


Clear Policy 


What we need mosf of all is 
a clear policy to respond to 
the accelerating loss of all 
wildlife where we do not 
make careful plans to prevent 
it. 

We cannot save every 
species, and we should not be 
shifting our attention from 
one to another with every 
shrill outery about the 
Hawaiian nukupuu or the 
Mongolian wild ass. We ought 
to frame a policy that we 
know how to pursue and 
enforce for the. effective 
preservation of the species 
that can be saved. 

When we see clearly which 
ones we might abandon, we 
can also reckon the balance of 
merits and costs in adopting 
them too, If we muddle along 
as we have been doing, they 
will all go. 

During this process, our 
museums. of natural history 
must be transformed into 
more effective depositories of 
what can be saved from the 
dying remains. 

Here, modern biology may 
offer unexpected contributions 
to a museum's responsibility; 
the preservation in cold 
storage of tissue samples of 


representative animals.

Deductible Carryovers 


Worth Saving for a Year

‘Now that individual taxpayers/ 
have faced, or are just about to 
face, ‘the facts of their 1968 
income taxes it is timely to 
offer some tax-saving ideas for 
the current year. 

Those 1968 medical bills which 
were not enough to claim for 
last year should be put away, 
not thrown away. They may be} 
grouped with 1969 medical bills 
within a 12-month period so that

expenses in late 1968 with those 
of early 1969 may, together, 
make up enough to exceed 3 per 
cent of income in 1969, 

It is not possible to arrange 
the time of illness but it is quite 
sensible to make prompt pay- 
ment of a doctor’s account if it 
will bring the amount within the 
12-month span from the pre 
vious heavy bill. 

Generous people whose 
charitable donations exceeded 
their 10 per cent of net income} 
maximum in 1968 should save| 
the receipts, for the excess can 
be claimed in 1969.-It is 
important that the prior year 
receipts be claimed first in the 
ensuing -year; then, if there is 
still an excess over the maxi- 
mum, the new donations can be 
carried forward to the following 
year. If the donation is not 


income. of that year the excess| 
is not allowable as a deduction! 


in any year. 

People who own revenue real 
estate should be cautious of 
selling their property late in the 
year if they intend to re-invest 
in similar property.

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Lottery, Fatter Pay Cheques 
May See End to U.S. Draft System

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
After. years of fretting and 
dickering over the military 


draft, the United States finally 
may be ready to work major 
changes in the way it raises 
and maintains armed forces, 


For a change it loeks as if 
the. executive branch of gov- 
ernment and Congress might 
Teach terms for a basic re- 
vamping of ‘the increasingly 
unpopular Selective Service 
system, 


Beyond Vietnam lies the 
possibility, however slim; that 
the U.S, could for all practical 
purposes abandon the draft as 
the primary means of getting 
men into military. uniform. 


Ironing out inequities in the 
existing draft setup while 
working toward creation of an 
all-volunteer force has been 
made a major goal of the 
Nixon administration. 

Use of a lottery, fatter pay 
cheques for military men, in- 
tensified recruiting on college 
campuses where there now is 
a great deal of hostility to the 
Vietnam war—all may figure 
in the Nixon program. 

President Nixon has chosen 
two fronts on which to launch 
his effort. 


CONGRESS DUBIOUS 


The Pentagon, headquarters 
for 3,500,000 men and women 
now in uniform, has been told 
to proceed at full speed on a 
“Project Volunteer’ which 
has the double aim of curing 
short-term ils of the draft 
and laying out a program for 
manning future ramparts with 
volunteers. 

The president also plans to 
establish a commission on the 
all-volunteer force to make re- 
commendations. which will be 
melded with, the Pentagon's 
into a working*plan. 

Congress generally has been 


dubious about whether an all- 
volunteer force is even feasi- 
ble, and if it is, how effective- 
ly it could be run in peace- 
time, 


Senator Edward M. Ken- 
nedy (Dem. Mass.), for one, 
claims an all-volunteer force 
would soon become “‘an all- 
black army fighting white 
middle-class wars."’ 

The Pentagon denies it, say- 
ing the theoretical maximum 
of Negroes in such a force 
would be 25 per cent if every 
qualified Negro signed up. 
PRECEDENT EXISTS 

A volunteer army wouldn't 
be a new thing in the history 
of the United States. For in- 
stance, there was no draft be- 
tween the two world wars but 
the quality of the small, 
standing. volunteer force then 
—in the 100,000 range — was 
admittedly poor. 


Low pay and a lack of in- 
centive in a peacetime situa- 
tion no doubt contributed to 
this. The draft as known 
today began in 1940 when the 
total U.S. force was 458,000 
men, or about one-eighth of 
what it is now. 

It was dropped in 1947 and 
1948, but a mew draft law was 
put into effect in November, 
1948. 


President Harry Truman 
tried to get along without the 
draft in two brief periods in 
1949 and 1950 but couldn’t sus- 
tain the needed force level on 
a volunteer basis. 


Most lawmakers agree the 
Selective Service system 
needs sharp modification, 
Many of the country’s young 
men, watching the draft’s hit- 
and-miss performance in the 
Vietnam war, have turned 
against the entire system. 


LOTTERY POSSIBLE 


At present, all young men 
aged 19 to 26 are eligible for 
the draft but many college 
students and others receive 
deferments. The trend in the 


last few years has been to- 
wards fewer numbers of col- 
lege students being drafted 
because they are able to ‘‘pyr- 
amid” one deferment after 
another until age 26, when 
they are relatively safe from 
induction. 

Congress in 1967 rejected a 
proposal for a lottery ‘system 
to choose amohg the growing 
numbers of equally qualified 
young men availabie for 
military duty, but the new ad- 
ministration appears ready to 
recommend it again. 

The Pentagon proposes to 
move on several fronts to_en- 


courage volunteer enlist 
ments: Military—pay will be 
improved, better military 
housing will be provided, 
fringe benefits. such as -gov- 
ernment-paid education after 
service will be broadened, and 
the whole idea of service in 
the armed forces will be pol- 
ished up. 

A recruit entering the army 
now draws, about $110 a 
month. If he were on. a five- 
day, 40-hour week, which, of 
course he isn't, that figures to 
less than $1 an hour, The fed- 
eral wage minimum for civil- 
ian Jaborers is $1.25.

PARIS (WP) — In the past 
few months, Frenchmen, who 
traditionally view any kind of 
change with suspicion, have 
been bombarded with a series 
of sweeping, revolutionary re- 
forms. 


The venerable, archaic uni- 
versity system is being over- 
hauled. “A long-awaited new 
tax structure- has been un- 
veiled. The senate is due to be 
remodeled. And on. Aprit 27, 
Frenchmen will vote on an 
unprecedented plan for ad- 
ministrative decentralization, 
the first maior break with the 
pattern of French rule conse- 
crated by Napoleon. 

Yet none of these important 
government initiatives has 
stirred as much controversy 
or emotion here as a new 
administrative decree that 
was put into efféét recently. 

In its wake, fears-have been 
expressed about the future of 
France's automotive industry. 
There. have been warnings 
that commerce, transportation 
and already choking urban 
centres will be subjected to 
new forms of strangulation. 

But above all, there has 
been a widespread feeling that 
what the Frenchman. trea- 
sures most—his individual- 
ism—is being whittled away 
and that a new yoke of 
uniformity is being brutally 
and unjustifiably imposed. 

The cauise_of all this criti- 

cism is nothing less than a 
government decision to im- 
pose a Maximum speed limit 
on a few selected highways. 
This revolutionary ruling is 
unprecedented in France, 
where motorists have always 
enjoyed the privilege of un- 
inhibited travel on the open 
road and have been able to 
chalk up an impressive high- 
way death rate that is the 
equivalent of twice that of the 
U.S. 

Although the new govern- 
ment program is revolution- 
ary, it is hardly sweeping, 
Only portions of five roads, 


totaling about 1,000 miles of 


highway, are - affected. On 
these mostly two-lane 
thoroughfares,’ where by 
American standards the max- 
imum limit would be 45 miles 
an hour, a 60-m.p.h. limit has 
been decreed... Motorists will 
still however, be allowed to 
accelerate to 75-m.p.h. for 
passing purposes. 

The limit does not apply to 
auto routes or limited. access 
highways, where Frenchmen 
who can only cruise at’ 90 
m.p,h. in their Peugeots will 
still be buffeted by Citroens 
and Mercedes that whip by at 
speeds that are barely sub- 
sonic,

Until the government de- 
creed the new,. carefully 
limited speed limit, the only 
rule of the road in non-urban 
areas was survival of the 
fittest. The ultimate  testi- 
monial to the bravery and 
tenacity of the French motor- 
ist was the number of-head-on 
collisions that occurred each 
weekend on three-lane high- 
ways. The new speed limit, of 
course, will not prevent the 
continuation of such jousting 
by the stouthearted. But the 
very suggestion that ‘“‘speed 
kills” has. triggered an out- 
pouring of -protest from 
motorists and automobile 
clubs. 


As a public service, one of 
France’s major morning 
newspaper published a long 
article, accompanied by de- 
tailed maps, under the head- 
line “five ways to avoid the 
roads with speed limits.” 


It showed alternative routes 
running parallel to those 
posted by the government 
which would enable motorists, 


by. going a mile or ¢we out of 
their way, to cover the same 
ground at unlimited speed. 


This advice seems to have 
been followed. Police reported 
after the first weekend of the 
new speed limits that many 
motorists traveling from the 
Belgian border to Paris de- 
toured to Route N2 to avoid 
the §0-mile stretch of Route 
Al that had been posted. 


Newsmen who toured «the 
posted routes found gas sta- 
tion attendants’ complaining 
that their sales# had dropped 
dramatically, presumably be- 
cause of diversions to alter- 
nate roads. 


The arguments against the 
speed limit have ranged from 
philosophical ones (imposing 
uniformity) to practical ones 
(speed limits will create 
traffic jams) to economic 
ones (French engine manufac- 
turers will have to redesign 
motors, etc.). 

This last argument was 
brought into play by many of 
the motorists stopped during 
the. first day of the new 
controls. The complaint, as 
reported by police: The only 
way to avoid straining the 
engine in third gear was to 
shift into fourth and go above 
60 m.p.h. 

For the initial “break-in” 
period’ of the speed limit 
French police have been in- 
structed .to do nothing but 
warn offenders. But a com- 
plex network of radar. sta- 
tions, observation posts and 
hiding places for patrol cars 
is being established for the 
day when tickets can, be 
written and fines can be 
levied. 

Despite the protests, the 
government, which has re- 
fused to back down on any of 
its other reforms, seems 
unlikely to bend on this one. 
And French motorists already 
appear to be. shifting their 
focus to what is shaping up as 
their next major battle—the 
fight against the parking 
meter,

MONTREAL (CP) — How 
did_ modern separatism. grow? 
First it was a means-to an 
end, then it became an end in 
itself. 


That’s the mutshelk sum- 
mary ef a prominent French- 
Canadian who. also believes 
that every Quebecois feels 
within himself the pull of both 
separatism and of federalism. 


This concept was not chal- 
lenged, by the —way,—by—a 
number of anti-separatists in 
the course of an interview on 
the general future of Quebec. 


One business source — re- 
counted an anecdote in con- 
nection with the contention of 
the Province of Quebec 
Chamber of Commerce that 
separatism is an economically 
unfeasible dream. 

The business executive ad- 
dressed a public meeting one 
night on this theme, stressing 
the chamber’s finding that 
Quehec’s independence from 
the rest of Canada would 
result in a drop in living 
standards. After the meeting, 
a lawyer emerged from the 
audience. 

“Here I know you're. right,” 
the man said, pointing to his 


head. “But here I'm not so 
sure," he added, hand on 
heart. 


DREAM NOT PECULIAR 


The formula of Rene Le- 
‘vesque and his Parti Quebe- 
cois, envisaging a sovereign 
Quebec within a Canadian 
economic union, it seen as an 
attempt to reconcile this old 
conflict or dualism of the 
French-Canadian mind and 
heart. And, of course, nation- 
alist movements in Scotland, 
Wales and Brittany show the 
dream of autonomy is not 
peculiar to French-Canadians.

Romantic Era 


Canadians have taken pride 
in the part this country played 
in starting the alliance, which 
marked in some ways our 
coming of-age in the world o: 
diplomacy. : 

Now 20 years after, we are 
turning away from that 
achievement, that romantica 
era of brave diplomatic deeds, 

But, over the 20 years, 
some myths have grown up, 
and. some questions have 
arisen about the wisdom of 
NATO in the first place. 

It is a myth, for example, 
to think that NATO began 
with the commitment of 
forces to Europe to forestall 
an imminent Soviet invasion. 

Rather, there was a 
weakening of confidence and 
spirit in Western Europe, and 
the requirement was a mutual 
security pact mobilizing 
moral, economic and military 
resources in a dynamic demo- 
cratic answer to monolithic 
communism. 

The decision to raise large 
Canadian defence forces and 
to station them in Europe was 
not part of the original 1947-49 
plan to form- NATO. It was 
taken in 1950-51 in the light of 
the Korean war. 


Not Withdrawing 


By withdrawing forces now, 
Canada is not withdrawing 
from NATO. It is returning 
more or less to the position in 
19489 when NATO was 
launched. 

It is a myth also to think 
that NATO was intended 
to be primarily a 
military alliance. It was sup- 
posed to be, equally, a vehicle 
for political and economic co- 
operation to strengthen demo- 
cratic institutions against the 
attractions of communism. * 

The military establish- 
ments, unfortunately, have 
always managed to dominate

Was NATO Needed? 


There is a serious question, 
perhaps, as to whether NATO 
was ever really necessary or 
desirable. It was a response | 
to a Soviet threat that seemed 
very real in 1948 and 1949, but 
which may never have 
existed. 

One of the most respected 
Western diplomats of our time 
is George F. Kennan, an 
expert on Soviet Russia, and 
the author of many U.& 
policies. He was. head of the 
policy. planning division of the 
U.S. state department in 1948- 
49, when NATO was conceived 
and created, although he was 
not directly involved in that 
decision. 

In his memoirs published 18 
months ago, Kennan disclosed 
that he analyzed Soviet moves 
in Europe at that time not as 
aggressive but as defensive, 
and did not warrant strong 
military reaction by the West, 
and certainly not a NATO- 
type alliance. 

If he was right the forma- 
tion of NATO may have 
precipitated the cold war. If 
he was right, the Canadian 
initiative may have locked 
North America end Europe. 
into a sterile deadlock for 20 
years, 

But that is history, and 
what counts now is the next 
20 years. 


Foreign Aid Stress 


Reid, one of the men who 
went to’see Mackenzie King to 
give the NATO concept a 
starting push, is now the 
principal of Glendon College, 
He looks back 21 years with 
pride in the NATO accomp- 
lishment. 

But he looks ahead now to 
new policies.

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Sound Traps for Drivers Planned 


By JOHN DARNTON 


STAMFORD, Conn, — Con- 
necticut higttways, which have 
long been among the* busiest 
in the nation, may soon 
become the quietest. 

The state has initiated a 
program to crack down on 
“noise pollution’’ from motor 
vehicles—by -installing 
electronic equipment to 
measure their sound — levels 
and track doavn those that are 
too loud, 

Within a hear, the program 
is expected to yield a highly 
sensitized noise-detection 
device, the size of a suitcase, 
that may be used by police 
along roadsides to set up 
“sound traps” in the way that 
radar is used for ‘speed 
traps.” 


HOW MUCH? 


“We-have—to—ecome—ent of 
this with some sort of device 
that can point to a car and 
say, “this is too noisy’,” said 
Benjamin Bauer, vice-presi- 
dent in charge of acoustics at 
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laboratory is under a $96,000 
contract from the Connecticut 
Research Commission to 
develop the system. 

The program is divided’ into 
two separate “‘tasks,”” -ex- 
plained Bauer. The first, a 
three-month study in which 
noises will be recorded at 35 
locations along major high- 
ways, is to determine exactly 
how much noise can be 
considered! excessive: 

The second is to develop an 
instrument that can be placed 
within earshot of faulty 
mufflers and ‘whining tires’’ 
and automatically pick out 
and _ photograph violations 
from a moving field of vehi- 
cles. 

The first phase of the 
project was demonstrated 
recently to newsmen, tech- 
nicians and state officials at 
the Greenwich tool booth on 

~~ the- Merritt Parkway. 

As cars and trucks of all 
sizes and sounds pulled in and 
out of the gates, their move- 
ments were plotted by -jump- 
ing needles, waving lines, and 


battery of machines on a 
rectangular table 20 feet from 
the curb. 

Several hundred yards down 
the parkway were foyr 10-foot- 
high tripods, spaced at inter- 
vals. A cylinder containing a 
highly sensitive microphone 
was suspended from each 
tripod. 

SUDDEN ROAR 


For demdngtration pur- 
poses, the microphones were 
switched ver to a _ loud- 
speaker and a-traqtor was 
dispatched in their direction, 
but as it approached, and as 
its grinding sound was just 
being picked up, there was a 
sudden roar that seemed to 
shake the table and send the 
needles spinning. An airplane 
flew. overhead. ‘“That’s our 
next . job,” remarked one 
official. 

The purpose of the field 
study is' to compile a 
“library” of- noises, varying 
across Wistance, time of day, 
weather, surface’ pavement 
conditions and even surround- 


An analysis of the data, ft is 
hoped, will lead to a quantita- 
tive measurement, in decibels, 
of an acceptable level of noise 
to strengthen enforcement of 
the law.

This tail-breaking trick Is 
amazing to watch because the 
snaky body may separate 
almost in half — and the tall 
portion left behind is larger 
than the living portion that 
escapes. This is because the tail 
of this legless lizard is twice the 
length of his head and body. 
The three-foot-long glass snake 
of North Amefica has a head 
and body measuring 12 inches. 
plus a 24-inch tail. No great 
harm is ,done when the tail 
breaks off in one or several 
pieces. A wad of strong muscles 
close the wound shut and stop 
the escape of blood. A new tail 
soon begins to sprout, though it 
will never grow quite as long 
as the original one. 


Glass snake lizards are harm- 
less fellows who dine on grubs 
and snails, bugs and caterpil- 
lars. The giant of the family 
lives in China. He is four feet 
long and he feeds on more 
sizeable morsels, including mice 
and other lizards. All these 
legless lizards are very fast and 
spry, and all of them lay eggs. 
In some species, the mothers 
stand guard over their eggs 
until they hatch. The nests may 
be in hollow logs, in piles of 
fallen leaves or in burrows 
below ground. 

For a person. who likes the 
cold-blooded reptiles, a glass 
snake makes a fine pet. He 
needs a house large enough to 
move comfortably around. ‘Tt 
should have a very deep earthy 
floor, plenty of moisture and 
ferny foliage. As a rule, he 
thrives on a diet of freshly 
caught earthworms, bugs and 
grubs. Like’ most reptiles, he 
does not respond with much 
friendly affection. And, of 
course, he must be handled with 
extra special tender care. When 
he feels a rough touch, the 
legless lizard is all set to shed 
his tail — and if he does that, 
you have lost most of your pet, 
at least temporarily.

What causes knots In wood? 


The kind of wood that Is 
marked with knots is cut from 
evergreen trees, Pine trees and 
Christmas trees and other coné- 
bearing trees are stuffed with 
gummy resins.

| When they are small, many of 
them look like Christmas trees 
with pointed tops and: wider 
branches right down to the 
ground. When they get tobe tall 
trees, the lower branches have 
disappeared, But the tree trunk 
grows taller only at the top. So 
it does not lift up the lower 
branches as it grows. What 
bay explains how the knots 
are caused in the wood. 


When a pine tree reaches the 
teen-age stage of life, it begins 
to drop its lower branches one 
by one, As a branch falls, the 
gummy resin in the woody cells 
Seals up the wound with a hard, 
darker-colored scar, The .trunk 
grows thickér ‘by adding new 
rings of new Wood around its 
outer edge, As time goes on, the 
hard old sears from the fallen 
lowe branches are buried in- 
side ec trunk.

Mr. Mcllraith, speaking to 
the Commons standing com- 
mittee on: justice and legal af- 
fairs, said a survey of 2,284 
parolees last June found they 
were earning a total of $673,- 
371 a month, 

He compared this pointedly 
with the $4,900 to $5,500 an- 
nual operating cost of keeping 
one man in prison. 

TOUGH ON REPEATERS 

Mr. Street also impressed 
this argument upon the com- 
mittee. 

“We spend $65,000,000 a 
year to keep 7,000 prisoners 
locked up,’’ he testified. 

“But the parole board has 
to conduct a parole service 
not just for those 7,000 prison- 
ers in federal prisons, but for 
12,000 prisoners in provincial 
prisons, deal with 12,000 appli- 
cations a year, grant some- 
where around 3,500 to 4,000 
paroles a year and maintain 
2,700 people on parole at all 
times, all on a budget of only 
about $2,000,000." ae 

The firm, magisterial ‘Mr. 
Street is no softie. While he 
asserts: often that too many 
men are imprisoned in Can- 
ada, he also contends that 
regular repeaters should be 
given indeterminate sentences 
to bring them into line, 

This hard-headed stance has 
built confidence in the parole 
system despite some mistakes 
—among them Leopold Dion, 
a rapist who while on parole 
after a long prison term 
strangled four boys in Quebec 
City. 

UNDER CLOSE WATCH 

Since then, the board’s ana- 
lysts have given careful scrutix 
ny to violent offenders before 
allowing them parole, The 
board also has required a psye 
chiatric evaluation of them 
and kept a tighter rein ofite 
they-are on parole. 

Parole extends for the 


length of a sentence, If a man 
has served three years of a 
five-year sentence, he is 
under supervision for two 
years if paroled. 

Those given a life sentence 
for murder become~ eligible 
for parole after serving 10 
years. They may then be on 
parole for life. 


One-quarter of a sentence is 
remitted the moment a man 
enters prison. Thus a four- 
year sentence becomes: three 
years o 

Those who apply for parole 
may get out earlier—as a rule 
they become eligible after 
serving one-third of the sen- 
tence. But they are on parole 
for the full balance of the sen- 
tence,

are unable to get it, are free 
of supervision when they do 
get out. Some prisoners reject 
parole for this reason. 


ALLOWED OUT BY DAY 


A bill now before Parlia- 
ment would make supervision 
mandatory for all released be- 
fore the full sentence is 
served. 


The man who isn't a good 
risk obviously needs supervi- 
sion more than the man who 
is able to win parole, the 
board says. 

Another feature of the bill 
would provide for day paroles, 
allowing prisoners to work or 
study outside the prison by 
day, returning at night to 
their cells. 

Indications are that eventu- 
ally only a hard core of: dan- 
gerous: men will spend much 
time in prison. And they may 
find themselves there on irde- 
terminate rather than term 
sentences as an incentive to 
change their ways. 

One notable case in 1969 
may be that of Steven Trus- 
cott, who was 14 years old 10 


years ago when sentenced to 
be hanged for the strangling 
of a younger girl. | 

Truscott’s sentence was 
commuted to life in prison | 
and he becomes eligible for 
parole in June. 


STUDY TRUSCOTT CASE 
Reports are being gathered 
on him and they will be ana- 
lysed thoroughly before the 
parole board makes a recom- 
mendation to cabinet. 


If the recommendation. is | 
for release and the cabinet ac- | 
cepts it, Truscott probably 
will leave prison with a new 4 
name to go to employment in 
a community where he is un- 
known. |

The board now has offices | 
in 23. cities and enlists the aid 
of probation officers, John 
Howard and Elizabeth Fry So- | 
ciety workers and even 
RCMP constables to supervise 
parolees, 

Last year about’ 3,800 pris- 
oners were paroled—more 
than double the 1964 figure. In 
10 years, only 2,500 of the 23,- 
000 men and women paroled 
have been returned to prison 
—half for minor offences. 


The 265-member staff of the | 
parole board -has been hard 
put to keep up with not only 
supervision of those paroled | 
but the handling of more than } 
20,000 applications for parole 
last year. 

The $25,000-a-year chairman | 
presents the record as the 
best argument for more pa- 
role. 

“The use of parole can and 
should be substantially in- 
creased because over 60 per 
cent of the inmates are not 
dangerous or vicious or vi- 
dlent,”” Mr. Street says. ‘‘Most 
of them could or should be on } 
parole.”’ |

Many of them had 
fought fiercely against the Com- 
munists, yet they did not find it 
inconsistent to join the former 
enemy. The -Communists, equal-|. 
ly pragmatic, - not only wel- 
comed them but gave them po- 
sitions of honor and trust. 

The leading survivor of this 
group is Mme. Sun Yat-sen, 
widow of the founder of modern 
China and sister of Mme. 
Ohiang Kai-shek. She is one of 
Communist . China’s two vice- 
presidents. = 

Mme. Sun and the former 
Kuomintang leaders did not be- 
come full-fledged Communists.

The violence Wednesday ‘&t 
Battipaglia brought a new call 
from Italy’s biggest union and 
its Communist party mentors 
for disarmament of the police. 
The General Federation of 
Labor also urged a wave of pro- 
test strikes and demonstrations 
as “a united adequate response 
to the tragic police violence.” 

It was the bloodiest outburst 
since two striking farmers.were 
killed by police bullets in Sicily 
last December. That brought on 
a nationwide rash of strikes and 
demonstrations and leftist de- 
mands that the police be dis- 
armed. 

The violence in Battipaglia, 
about 40 miles southeast of Na- 
ples, grew out of a local general 
strike to protest layoffs at the 
government tobacco factory in 
the town of 26,000. 

The striking workers, many of 
them women, set up blockades 
at rail and road junctions and 
paralysed much of the north- 
south traffic between Naples 
and the provinces below it. 


LOOT, SET FIRES 


Then workers and students 
began rampaging through the 
streets, looting, setting fire to 
the city hall and dumping offi- 
cial documents out the windows. 
Violence spread throughout the 
town, and some 2,000 police 
were rushed from Naples, Fog- 
gia and closer towns, 

As the police moved in, the 
mobs threw rocks and Molotov 
cocktails at them. It took police 
more than 16 hours to clear the 
railway tracks. 

One of the dead was Teresa 
Ricciardi, 26, a schoolteacher 
who was struck in the heart by 
a bullet as she leaned out of a 
window. Carmine Citro, 19, a 
Student, also was fatally shot. 

Police said no order had been 
given to fire, and it was not 
clear who was responsible for 


the deaths.

MOSCOW —. Three men 
entered a small food store on 
a side street the other day. 
Most of the customers ignored 
them, The smallest of the 
three, wearing a black coat 
and chauffeur’s hat, paid two 
rubles and-§7 kopecks ($3.16) 
for a-bottle (0.454 quart) of 
Moscow “‘Special’’ vodka. 


He stuck the bottle into his 
pocket and, followed by his 
companions, went into a 
courtyard next door to—the 
store. 


One of the men produced a 
glass from his pocket and in 
the cold March afternoon they 
began gulping vodka. 

They were playing what is 
known as “three on a_half- 
liter’’—one of the ways to get 
drunk in Moscow. 

Drinking, to many Muséo- 
vites, is a way of life, and 
according to officials, the 
chief cause of crime and 
public disorder. 


DRINKING MOUNTS 


But despite their constant 
efforts, alcoholism seems to 
be on the rise and a new 
campaign was recently 
launched in the press. 


Prof. Yuri Tkachevsky, 
writing in Pravda, for in- 
stance, said. that alcoholism 
was the cause of 40 per cent 
of all Moscow divorces, that 
63 per cent of all those who 
drown in the Moscow rivers 
and lakes were drunk and that 
drunks were responsible for 98 
per cent of murders and more 
than 85 per cent of those who 
died in fights. 

Pointing up the personal 
tragedy of alcoholism, Kom- 
somolskaya Pravda printed a 
letter from a girl that said “I

like a young man, but he can’t | 


possibly like me because I am 
the daughter of two drunks. 
Oh, how I envy the sons and 
daughters of good mothers!” 
CAMPAIGNS FAIL 


Tkachevsky complained that 
campaigns had failed in the 
past because even some Com- 
munist ‘party functionaries 
were known~to overindulge, 
that movies sometimes show 
sophisticated . good-looking 
people “taking a drink.” 

“Why should 
propaganda for drinking?’’ he 
asked. 

He called for the creation of 
anti-alcoho) societies that he 
said existed in the 1920s to 
press for.an end to heard 
drinking. 

Other suggestions were also 
made in the press. 

A woman said she would be 
willing to bet her life that if 
wives would be “uncomprom- 
isingly intolerant’ of drunken 
husbands from the first day of 
marriage there would be no 
problem. 

URGES PROHIBITION 


A man from the countryside 
wrote to a newspaper: “I am 
a chronically sick alcoholic, 
and I have come to the view 
that the only real way to save 
mankind from alcoholism is a 
complete ban on the produc- 
tion and sale of all spirits." 

Komsomolskaya Pravda 
dismissed that suggestion as 
not a realistic solution. 

Another writer said the only 
way_to_crack down would be 
to make it possible for 
enterprises to sell vodka and 
other spirits at the present 
large profits made by retail 
stores and restaurants that 
sell vodka, cognac and other 
beverages.

Parachute He Left in War-Torn Italy 
Takes Ex-Pilot on Sentimental Journey

An Oak Bay businessman is 
going to visit Italy this 
summer to recover a piece of 
lost property, And it may take 
a little doing. 

Bill Garrett-Petts; 1832-Car- 
narvon, will be visiting 
Florence to try to. find the 
parachute which bore him into 
the hills around the city 
where his RAF Beau fighter 
reconnaissance plane was shot 
down in the Second World 
War. 

He hasn't been back since 
the war but is confident that 
his search will be successful. 

It will start at an imposing 
home in Florence which was 
commandeered by the Ger- 
man high command at the 
time he was there. 

He hopes to find it inhabited 
by fhe previous owners, Dr. 
and Mrs. Adolph Mischini. He 
explains why.

Mulcapini, six. miles outside 
Florence, for eight days after 
I parachuted down. . 

“My leg was wounded and it 
was turning to gangrene, On 
the eighth day I saw a whole 
tribe of people coming up the 
hill. -I thought they - were 
enemy partisans at. first, or 
Germans. At that time, the 


Americans were advaricing on 
German-held Florence.”’

flyer. saw that the group 
included women and children. 
It was the entire “Mischini 
family, 28 in’ all, fleeing 
because of their fear of

(he’d worked at Guy's Hos- 
pital in London) and He was 
the one who treated me and 
saved my leg.-His wife poured 
a whole bottle of eau de 
cologne over it. It was the 
only antiseptic we had.”

Garrett-Petts stayed with 
the family for five days until 
the Germans were routed 
from Florence. The family 
moved back to the city and he 
went to a casualty clearing 
centre located outside 
Pompeii. 

When he’ parted with the 
Mischinis, the flyer gave them 
his parachute for safe-keep- 
ing, promising to return some 
day to retrieve it. 

That was his last contact 
with them. 

Garrett-Petts finally re- 
turned to England, and in 1945 
was sent on loan by the RAF 
to BOAC, to become area 
manager for Baghdad and 
Iraq. ¢ 

His life at the Abbaniyihna 
station, 60 miles outside 
Baghdad, ‘was almost as 
eventful as his days in Italy. 
Operator of a used book and 
record exchange in Oak Bay 
for the past 12 years, Garrett- 
Petts’ adventures in the 
Middle East rival some of the 
tales in the books he sells. 


They include the night he 
baby-sat a ransom of dia- 
monds. 

“The plane carrying 
diamonds “from “Durban to 
India for the old Aga-Khan’s 
weigh-in was forced down on 
a lake néar us, I was to stand 
the first two-hour watch. 

“T ended up in staying in 
that plane all night beeause it 
was too rough to change 
watches. All I could think 
about was what would happen 
if the plane’s moorings gave 
and she and her cargo drifted 
30 miles across to the other 
side of the lake." 

Six weeks later he was to 
have an even closer experience 
with the Aga Khan. The 300- 
pound ruler was returning 
from his weigh-in when his 
plane developed. engine 
trouble.

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He, the Begum (his wife) 
and the current Aga Khan, 
Prince Saladin, (then a boy of 
11) spent 10 days .as the 
station's guests.

“His wife was a beaujiful 
woman ...the smell of her 
perfume permeated the place 
a month after they left!’ 

Garrett-Petts also became a 
close friend of the sheikhs 
who ruled the area, especially 


two brothers, Abdul Rezek 
and Abdul Jahbourb, who had 
received an annual $10,000 
bounty from the British. They 
had--saved the station's - per- 
sonnel from death when they 
were. marched in chains to 
Baghdad by forces of the pro- 
German Raschid Ali, cousin of 
King Feisah, in the early 1940 
risings. 


The two brothers once 
presented Garrett-Petts’ 
station with a gift of three 
horses, one of which his. staff 
trained to win-the coveted big 
Gold Cup Race. 

In true Arab fashion, the 
brothers thought twice about 
their gift. They sent some of 
their tribesmen to get the 
horse back. The ‘night raid 
was fought off by Garrett- 
Petts’ staff. P

It is customary practice that 
an accused with one conviction 
for impaired driving within the 
previous five years must be 
“warned” before proceedings 


8) can begin. This must be done 


before he enters a plea. 

The “warning” is given 
privately by the court officer-to 
the accused who is told that 
having previously been  con- 
victed of the same offence he is 
liable to greater punishment if 
convicted again. 

In. Saturday’s-case the court 
officer said when this. was 
learned about the accused, it 
was too. late to warn him before 
the plea Was made. 

A little known fact is that 
impaired. drivers-on their first 
conviction: can be jailed up to 
three months*at the discretion 
of the magistrate. 

They can also receive a. fine 
of $500 in addition to or instead 
of the jail term. 

The usual practice in Victoria 
is a fine ranging from $300 to 


$500 depending on the serious- 


ness of the case. -
